year committed to this conimission.the 
supervision of all new street ‘railway 
locations. The governor took the 
ground that unless the desire was to 
evade supervision by the board tnere 
Was no excuse for special legislation. 
The veto was far reaching, as quite 
a number of other railroads, including 
the Danvers and Malden and the Fitch- 
burg, Nashua and Low ell, were seeking 
incorporation, 


The coal investigating committee re- 
ported at the last minute on Monday 
its tindings, including a condemnation 
ot the methods of coal clubs and rec- 
ommendations favoring a constitucional 
amendment to permit the establish- 
ment of municipal fuel yards, and bills 
to govern the weighing of coal <nd to 
prevent the organization of coal clubs.

HEDGEHOG WAR IN MAINE. 


At the last session of the-Mafne teg- 
fslature, held dt Augusta,,a law ‘was 
passed placing a bounty of 25 cents a 
head on all hedgehogs killed within the 
several towns, the men who did the 
killing to present the forepaws and nose 
of the hedgehog to the town clerk and 
to~certify in Writing When and where 
the animal was shot. No sooner had the 
act received the signature of the gov- 
ernor than the boys and men ‘went to 
the woods to shoot hedgehogs and be- 
fore April 24, a Maine town treasurer 
had honored orders for the slaying of 
210 of these animals. 

Then somebody discovered that the 
law was not operative until May 1, and 


that the bounties which had been paid . 


were SQ much money thrown away, as 
the state would not pay for any hedge- 
hogs slain before the act'went-—-into~ 
effect. 

As; soon as the town clerk learned 
that\"he had blundered, he went to the 
men who had received- bounties and 
asked them to refund the money, ex- 
plaining how the case stood and beg- 
ging for consideration. 

The recipients of the bounty refused 
to give ii back; then the clerk looked | 
up an old law, which inflicted a fine af 
$5. for killing hedgehogs between Oct. 1 
and June 1, and, the old law being oper- 
ative until the new came into effect, he 
complained of the men \who had kille 
hedgehogs in close time. <A local jus- 
tice fined them $5 and.costs for every 
offense, so that for every 25 cents the 
hunters had received in bounties they 
were compelled to pay out $5 in fines, 
and from $2 to $4 in costs. 

After this the hunters began to study 
the old act for themselves. They found 
that in additiom.to a fine of $5 for kill- 
ing hedgehogsin close time, the man 
who had any part of a dead hedgehog 
in his possession between Oct. 1 and 
June 1 was also liable’ to a fine of $5 
and costs. As the town clerk had re- 
ceived the noses and front paws of 210 
hedgehogs from the hunters and paid 
the beunties upor the same, there could 
be no doubt but that he had acted ille- 


a 


gally by receiving the evidence of 
guilt. 

So_it was-the-elerk’s turn’ to be ar- 
raigned before a_ trial justice. The 


justice found him guilty and fined him 
$1005 and added $62 as costs. 

The clerk has taken an appeal -and 
employed counsel to fight the case in 
the higher courts, It will be argued 
next October.

A LIVELY BLAZE IN GRAIN 
STOREHOUSE. 


Shortly before 9 o'clock Tuesday night 
the fire department was called toa brisk 
and difficult blaze in Herman ‘Bruck- 
man’s large one-story grain storehouse, 
which borders the Boston and Maine 
railroad tracks and Ellis street, and 
extending nearly to South Broadway. 
The building covers in all about 6000 
square feet. 

John Brady, a passerby, saw flames 
and huge volumes of smoke issuing 
from the roof, and immediately ran to 
the Tiger 3 engine house where box 113 
was~pulled in. 

The fire, when. first attention was 
first called to it, was but a tiny blaze 
in the middle of the structure. In- 
stantaneously the whole house was a 
mass of flames, which rose high toward 
the sky and brilliantly illuminated all 
the surroundings. The flames could be 
seen from all sections of the city. 

When the department arrived the in- 
terior of the building was burning 
fiercely and the roof was all afire. It 
was a‘hard task to get at the flames in 
the interior because of the low stud- 
ding. Finally however, in about vhalf 
an hour, the department had gained on 
the fire by playing on it from the roof 
and through openings in the outside 
walls.
